A week go I was in pou the chief town 
in the Karabagh Provin In that district 
were 13,000 Armenian "á eos from former 
Turkish territory as well as 9,000 refugees from 
villages destroyed by Turks and: Tartars in the 
neighbourhood of Shusha itself. On the first 
day of my journey here I passed many ruined, 
burned-out villages from which these latter 
refugees had fled. But now I have seen another 
oe of this very difficult Caucasian question. 
la the Zangezruski Province, I am told, there 
are 40,000 Mussulman refugees—homeless 
people, pees | villages west of this district have 
een destroyed by Armenians in some terrible 
revengeful weeks following on the massacre of 
Armenians by Tartare and Turks in Baku 
last year. In the villages I have visited here 
I have seen at least 10,000 of these wretched 
people. They blame Antranik, the leader of 
the independent Armenian Army, for their 
homelessness, but the real culprits, I believe, 
are a group ‘of Armenian political provocateurs, 
who have. themselves profited materially from 
the looted Mussulman districts, and who have 
or yr Antranik to be accused of the sair 

of which they, and tbey alone, are guilt 
might also add that neither the © an Ah 
nsible for 
the intente bitterness and tragic hetred that 
each race bas for the other; but, in my 
opinion—and this is also the opinion of many 
well-informed authorities—the two peoples would 
be quite content to live peaceably one with 
the other were it not that they are frequently 
stirred to strife by political wire-pullers and 
agitators who have their own special ends in 
view. 

It has been my misfortune to participate 
in three big retreats in this war—the first in 
Belgium, the second in Poland, and the third 
in Rumania—but I have never seen euch 
distress in any theatre of war as I have seen 
in the emall villages down here amongst these 
glorious, lonely, quiet hills. The people are 
starving and ‘sick and naked, and they are 
dying at an appalling rate Here are some of 
the villages I have visited, with the number 
of refugees and the number of deathe in 
January to date:— 
Kubatlu 800 Refugees. 75 died in January. 
Danirchilar 500. 84 a

These villages, they tell me, are prosperous 
ones, and a number of well-to-do people live in 
them, so the refugees receive much charity. In 
other and poorer villages the condition of the 
refugee is very much worse, and the mortality 
ig very much greater. 

It is difficult to describe the filth and squalor 
in which these Mussulmans are existing. For 
the most part, they live in stables and cow- 
sheds, lying down beside horses and donkeys, 
and oxen and sheep and goats. Heaps of rot- 
ting manure are on all sides, and the lack of 
all sanitation makes one marvel how it is that 
the people have not all died. Other refugees 
live in mud huts, and others still in shelters 
made of branches and heaped-up earth. In one 
of these huis I found fifteen women and 
children, four of whom were lying seriously ill. 
This hut was only five yards square and less 
than two yards in height, A wood fire burned 
in the centre of the floor, and, as in the case of 

most Tartar cottages, there was no chimney, the 
smoke having an outlet in a hole in the middie 
of the roof. This hut was filled with smoke. 
entered and remained for a few seconds, then 
had to go outside to breathe. 

In one stable I saw an old woman lying on a 
heap of rags and dirty straw. A little boy sat 
huddled up at one end of her bed. He held her 
feet in his hands, trying to infuse some warmth 
into them. Two other children sat at each side 
of the old woman rubbing her chilled fingers 
with their own. Obviously the old woman was 
dying. In this same village five people had died 
up to 11 o'clock in the morning | was there. 
The new graves in the burial ground were elo- 
quent. And the people lamented not the dead, 
but that War had to be buried without a 
shroud. . 

Most of the “shildr; én” were pr actically naked. 
Some had a piece -thin cotton, jess than a

best clad were dressed in very insufficient rags.

I am afraid that many hundreds of these 
Mussulman refugees will die before help can be 
given them. Their most urgent needs for the 
moment are food and clothes, but what they 
themselves told me they wanted most was a

without fear of further molestation. There is 
a British Mission at Shusha at present, and it is 
hoped that the British authorities will be suc- 
cessful in arranging matters between Mussulmen 
and Armenians, so that the feud between the 
peoples will.come to an end. I understand that 
General Milne, who has just paid a visit to the 
Caucasus, has announced that British help will 
be given to all refugees here, irrespective of race 
a religion. I is hear that two. hundred 
American doctors are coming to the Caucasus 
to carry out relief work amongst the sick. 
is good news, because in this Province of 
Ean; rezursk, the population of which is about 
300,600, there are only two doctors, both of 
whom are in the Armenian town Gerusi. And 
there are absolutely no medical supplies of any 
kind. In Karabagh Province there are ten 
doctors, all of whom are in the town of Shusha. 
There is a general epidemic of hunger typhus 
in both these provinces, and in this region from 
which I am writing it is feared that thousands 
of refugees will di le from malaria once the 
warmer “weather comes unless they are able to 
return to their former villages and unless medi- 
cal aid is forthcoming.

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RESTORATION OF IRISH WOODS. 


WORK FOR THE STATE AND COUNTY 
COUNCILS. 

Mr. A. C. Forbes, F.H.A.8., O.B.E., delivered 
a lecture in the Theatre of the Royel Dublin 
Society yesterday on the restoration of Irish 
woods. He said that the fact that Ireland 
was originally thickly wooded may be found in 
the remains of tree growth found in the bogs 
scattered throughout the country, These, con- 
sidered in conjunction with the climate, which 
has altered little, if at all, during the last two 
or three thousand years, prove that the 
present scarcity of timber is due to artificial 
and not to natural causes. To the total acreage 
of European forests Ireland contributes less 
than 300,000 acres, representing about 1) per 
cent.. of the land surface. ot only is this 
acreage decreasing, but the condition of the 
remaining woods is rapidly becoming worse 
through the felling of immature timber and 
the neglect of replanting operatiens. The 
average area replanted annually during the last 
few years has not exceeded one thousand acres, 
or less than an average of forty acres in each 
county. This destructive process has been 
agcravated during the war, owing to the cessa- 
tion of timber imports and the consequent call 
good the deficiency. 
The measures possible for saoil Irish woods 
to the required dimensions and conditions may 
be considered under the following heads—(l) 
The quantity and quality of timber required 
for native industries, and the area of wood- 
land upon which it can be produced; (2) the 
possibility of obtaining the land; (3) the func- 
tions of the State, county councils, and private 
owners in forestry development. In normal 
times the annual production of timber from 
Irish woods amounted to ahout. 400,000 loads, 


Of this quantity about 150,000 loads were ex- 
ported to Great Britain as pitwood, leaving 
250,000 loads for home consumption. Imports 
from abroad averaged 250,000 loads of coni- 
ferous timber and a small quantity of hard- 
wood. At least 500,000 loads may, therefore, 
be regarded as the annual consumption in Ire- 
land, “equal to about 5 cubic feet per head of 
the population. To produce this quantity with 
the more rapid growing conifers an equal 
number of acres would be required, or an in- 
crease of approximately 200,000 on the existing 
preas. It is estimated that the present cost 
of imported timber, the g uality of which is not | 
necessarily superior to home grown, levies a | 
tax on the timber-consuming public of from £1 | 
to £2 per load, or a total sum of £25,000 to 
£40,000 per annum. This sum would be sufi- 
cient to finance an efficient scheme of afforesta- 
tion. The 200,000 acres of additional land re-

quired for timber growing. must be forthcoming 
from the rough grazing land of the country, 
which is estimated at 2,000,000 acres. The 
organisation of a successful programme of 
afforestation requires the co-operation and good- 
will of the State, county councils, and private 
owners of land. To the State belongs the 
function of preserving the larger woodlands 
passing away from landlords, and the acquisi- 
tion of suitable tracts of inferior land for 
afforestation purposes. County councils shoyld | 
encourage planting for shelter or ornament by 
owners or occupiers of land, and the establish- 
ment of local nurseries is an important function 
of this work.

LONDON COCAINE CASE.

DE VEULLE COMMITTED FOR 
TRIAL, 


Raoul Reginald de Veulle, the dress designer, 
who is charged with the manslaughter of Miss 
‘Billie Carleton, the actress, by supplying her 
with cocaine, was committed for trial by the 
Bow street magistrate in London yesterday. 

Dr. Richards, the analyst, gave evidence of 
having analysed one of the cachets from the 
box found in the sittingroom of Miss Carleton 
at the Savoy Hotel. The cachet, he said, 
contains 12.4 grains of trional. 

Mr. Huntly Jenkins ogg pomp then bad a 
number of the witnesses for the prosecution 
recalled for the purposes of cross-exemination. 
The first, Dr. Stewart, was asked as to his 
visit to the flat when he was rung up by Miss 
Carleton’s maid, who was anxious about her. 
He went straight to the bedroom. 

Indicating a box in front of him, Mr. Jenkins 
asked the doctor—I understand that you saw 
this box of triona] in the sittingroom? The 
witness nodded assent. 

And seeing it, what did you do with it? The 
witness replied that he opened it, and then put 
it in his pocket. 

Why? It was my property, and I did not 
want anyone else to take it. lt was a stock 
bex of my own. 

The contents of that box you had given to 
Miss Carleton—how long before was that? I 
left the box with her. 

In order that. she might take the cachets? 
Yes, as she could not sleep. Dr. Stewart added 
that he had purchased this trional in a box 
at Knightsbridge. 

Aske whether he had mentioned the box 

rior to giving evidence, Dr. Stewart said that 

e mentioned it to several, including Inspector 
Currie and Sergeant Overton. It was wrongly 
reported in the papers, he added, that veronal 
had been found. 

Dr. Stewart answered further questions as to 
the payments that he had made for Miss 
Carleton. The accounts were telephone ac- 
counts, tradespeople, the Savoy Hotel, etc. 

Was she incapable of paying these herself? 
No, but she was very forgetful, and had had 
her telephone cut off. 

Miss Malvina Longfellow, who was recalled 
for cross-examination, teld how one evening in 
October the defendant and Miss Carleton had 
discussed drugs with the witness, and the 
witness expressed her views very plainly against 
it. The defendant picked up a manicure instru- 
ment, put something on it, and took a long 
sniff. When Miss Carleton took a eniff she 
immediately began to lark about. 


SEVERE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Lionel Belcher, the cinema actor, was next 
cross-examined by Mr. Jenkins. He said that 
he had never purchased any cocaine for the 
defendant with the object of it being given to 
Miss Carleton. 

So far as you know, he never did give her 
any? I knew nothing about it. 

Belcher added that the deceased woman had 
never disguised the fact that she took cocaine 
and smoked opium. 

Asked about untrue statements that he made 
to the Coroner, Belcher said that he wanted to 
shield De Veulle. He also knew that he might 
get mto a certain amount of trouble for 
trafficking in drugs. 

Mr, Huntley Jenkins suggested that that was 
the real reason. “It is not,” hotly avserted 
the witness; ““my conscience was absolutely 
clear, but I realised that I was in a very 
peculiar position.” 

The position you wanted was the witne:s-toxs 
instead of the dock? Certainly not. I simply 
did not know what to do for the best. The 
witness admitted that he was living apart 
from his wife with a woman. 

When you were buying these drugs, «nd eell- 
ing them at a profit, was ij because you were 
hard up? I suppose I was. 

The witness admitted that he once kept a 
hat shop in Berner’s street, where he was set 
up by a man. 

Belcher, who protested against the personal

CASE FOR THE DEFENDANT. 

Mr. Huntley Jenkins, for the defence, spoke 
of the irrelevant nature of much of the evi- 
dence, and suggested that there was no evidence 
before the Court on the manslaughter charge 
upon which any jury could rgasonably be ex- 
pected to convict. There was no evidence of the 
cause of death, or of any poison being found 
in tha woman’s system. He was not there to 
establish that Miss Carleton might have died 
from veronal or trional, or to criticise the con- 
duct of Dr. Stewart, but there was no evidence 
that death occurred from cocaine poisoning at 
all. What was the most reasonable thing that 
Miss Carleton would be likely to take after her 
fatiguing ‘day? She would take a narcotic, and 
cocaine could not be so classed. What was 
more probable than that she found trional there 
and took it? 

The Magistrate said that he was not prepared 
to say that there might not be a legal question 
of some difficulty, but that was an important 
question, the decision of which would have far- 
in view of the fact that 
the defendant stood for trial on a coroner’s 
and that there was another charge of 
conspiracy. He felt that jit was his duty to 
leave the question of law to a High Court Judge. 
On the facts, he could not say that there was 
no evidence to go to a jury. 

The accused was then committed. 

The second charge of conspiracy with Mrs. 
lo Ping You to procure cocaine in contraven- 
tion of the Defence of the Realm Regulations 
was also sent for trial. The prisoner wag released 
on bail.

The State of Germany. 


Reports from Germany continue to be 
very contradictory. The official wireless 
messages obviously are meant to paint the 
situation in the darkest colours, and it is 
just possible that German diplomacy, by 
playing upon the sympathy of the world, 
is trying to wriggle out of the trap in 
which it has been caught. A purely objec- 
tive survey of the state of affairs in Ger- 
many 18, therefore, essential. For the 
purposes of an impartial inquiry Germany

The outlines of the general sjtuation are 
well known. A Natiofial Assembly, repre- 
sentative of the great mass of German 
opinion, is sitting at Weimar. It has 
drawn up a Constitution by which Ger- 
many has been declared a republic, and is 
trying to lay the foundations of a real 
democracy on the ruins of Hohenzollern 
despotism. All over Germany it has met 
with fierce opposition from a well organ- 
ised and determined minority. The 
ambassadors of - Bolshevism have done 
their work. Bavaria is virtually a 
Bolshevist State, and Munich, once the 
home of German art and culture, now 
rivals Moscow as a centre of anarchical 
intrigue. Hamburg and the Hanseatic 
towns—Leipsig, Halle, \.even Dresden— 
have been the scenes of fierce struggles 
and in Berlin the Spartacist group has 
made the administration of law almost im- 
possible.

Restriction of Rents. 


The Government's Bill to extend for a 
period of a year after the termination of 
the war the duration of the Rent Restric- 
tion Act received a secorid reading in the 
House of Commons yesterday. The original 
measure, which was passed in December, 
1915, applied only to rents that did not 
exceed a certain figure—in Ireland 
£26, in Scotland £30, and in London 
£35-—and it provided that in these 
eases there should be no _ inerease, 
either during the war or for six months 
efterwards, above the standard rent—i.e., 
the rent at which the house was let in 
August, 1914. The new Bill goes further: 
it affords protection to that much 
harassed section of the middle classes 
whose houses cost up to £55 per annum. 
No section of the community stood in more 
urgent need of relief. During the past 
year many landlords advanced the rents 
beyond all reasonable limits, and then, if 
the tenants were unable to pay, served 
them with notices to quit. “The in- 
crease which a landlord will be able 
to demand how is ten per cent. of the 
standard rent. It is questionable 
whether the Bill is not too severe 
in. this respect. The present charges for 
repairs and management are greatly in 
excess of the charges in 1914, and there 
is a possibility that many houses will be 
allowed to fall intó disrepair. A com- 
mittee which reported on the matter io 
the Reconstruction Ministry recently re- 
commended that the marimum increase 
should be fixed at 25 per cent. Again 
the landlord has to meet increased 
mortgage charges. The Bill, héweees 
provides that the rate offinterest shall sol 
be advanced by more than 4 per cent., and' 
then only when it shall not, exceed Sve per 
cent..

Irish brewers produce mainly stout, and it is 
well known that to make stout it is necessary 
to brew it at a higher gravity than beer, which 
ig the main product of English breweries.

There were certain powers 
which, in his opinion, ought not to terminate 
during the war. ‘Consumers had been assured 
of the net weight and guaranteed quality. He 
thought it desirable that these two provisions, 
at least,.should be maintained, and Parliament 
would be asked to give statutory effect to thig;

and in the drink supply during the war ought 
not to be lost entirely. Nevertheless, it would 
be his duty to wind up when he was certain 
that the interests of the public were adequately 
safeguarded.

In the United Kingdom, in 
industries of all kinds, public and private, 
some six million persons are employed, and 
the total value of production is only

The reasons for this discrepancy are not 
far to seek. The Americans use the newest 
labour-saving machinery, and depend more 
on power than on manual labour for pro- 
duction. Also, there is no determined 
effort by trade unions to limit produc- 
tion. Mr. Samuel Gompers, speaking in 
June, 1917, has stated the American labour 
view very clearly: “There has not been 
any restriction of output for thirty years 
in America. We say to the employers, 
‘ Bring in all the improved machinery and 
We will help you 


the utmost product out ot them; but what 
we insist on is the limitation of the hours 
of labour for the individual to eight per

Sale of Tipperary Lands.—An interesting legal 
question arising out of the sale of the estate of 
RK. H. Collis and others, situate in the County 
Tipperary, was argued before Mr. Justice Wylie in 
the Land Commission Court. Part of ‘the estate, 
consisting of the lands of Carrick, was held un 
a lease for lives renewable for ever of 5rd August, 
1788, from the Earl of Norbury to Maunsel 
Andrews, the predecessor in title of the vendors, 
subject to a rent of £52 15/64. All the lives in 
the last renewal were long since dead, and the 
amount now due for renewal fines was £1,148. 
Negutiations had been entered into with a view to 
fixing the redemption price of the head rent, bet 
it had ultimately been agreed that the price shoul 
be fixed by the Court and the sale carried out by 
the vendors. The price of the rent had been fixed 
by the Court at £920 on the basis of a fee-farm 
rent. The purchase moncy of the townland was 
£1,663, and was insufficient to discharge the m. 
demption price of the head rent and the renewa 
fines. The bonus, which amounted to £197, was 
claimed by Mr. Otway Toler, the owner of the 
rent, on the ground that he was the proper vendor, 
as the vendors who had sold were at most tenants 
from year to year, with a right to a perpetua 
estate only on payment of all the renewal sr 
Mr. Justice Wylie held that Mr. Toler was cstop! 
from asserting his present claim by es 
made during the negotiations.

BOARD OF TRADE 
| RETURNS. 


INCREASES IN IMPORTS AND 


EXPORTS. 


The Board of Trade returns dealing with our 
foreign trade for February showed an increase of 
ilians to 107 millions in imports as compared 
ing month last year. Exports, 
at nearly 47 millions, were over 7? millions up. 
On the import side the food, drink, and tobacco 
category records ap inerease of just on 9 millions, 
though the grain and flour item represents 3: 
millions less. Among raw material imports there 
were some pronounced movements. Raw cotton 
imperts fell nearly 44 millions, but wool increased 
by nearly 24 millions, and ails, etc., by 14 millions. 
Manufactured imports showed a decline of rather 
over a quarter of a million. As regards exports, 
most of the total increase was contributed by mapu- 
tactures, which were worth nearly 7 millions more.

A BRAILLE LIBRARY. 


Since 1916, when the National Library for the 
Blind was declared free to all the blind in the 
United Kingdom, the daily work of sending out 
literature in embossed type has steadily deve- 
loped. The average number of volumes 
dispatched from Westminster is 500 a day, and 


three years. 

On the musical side the library is proving of 
the greatest assistance to blind organists and 
teachers, and its selection of 8,000 pieces is 
much in request, and is being constantly added 
to. An examination of the catalogue of the 
National Library reveals a catholic-minded 
selection of some of the best literary work in 
the English language. At the present moment 
tle library’s writers are engaged upon such 
widely differing works as Swete’s “ Anglo-Saxon 
Reader,” Snell’s “ Equity,” M. Buchanan’s 
“ Petrograd,” Puaux’s “Life of Marshal Foch,” 
Le Queux’s “ Zeppelin Destroyer,” and Jack 
London’s “ Smoke Bellew.” 

As a subsidiary part of its service it should 
be explained that the voluntary workers of the 
library are rendering most efficient help to the 
blinded soldiers and sailors undertaking their 
tuition in Braille reading and writing both in 
hospital and later at St. Dunstan’s Hostel. Gon- 
siderably over 200 of the old St. Dunstan’s men 
are keen and enthusiastic readers. In addition 
consignments of books are sent almost daily to 
St. Dunstan’s itself. The library depends en- 
tirely upon voluntary contributions and is with-
